Uses Fer Sealing Wax. 

Sealing wax properly melted at a 
certain heat becomes a thick paste 
ready for modeling any given object. 
In a more liquid form, mixed with al- 
cohol, it is used as a paint with a 
brush for accentuating and enlivening 
designs on leather articles or imitating 
Japanese cloisonne on china, the latest 
artistic craze in Paris. Items dipped 
in a bath of wax are soon coated with 
the bright substance, Merely heated 
in the usual way at the light of a can- 
dle or Jamp the wax drips and forms, 
when well managed by the operator, 
solid seals, cameos, open twists and 
shapes, flowers and birds or trans- 
forms the balls or oval heads of pins,
